Shelton State is moving 
forward. Our current project 
is transforming the 

cumbersome standing college 
committees into smaller, more 
manageable process 
improvement teams. 

Comments from the faculty 
and staff of the college were 
upbeat to the query "what do 
you think will help the success 
of using teams to improve 
Shelton State for the students 
and community we serve?" 

Excerpts from one-minute 
papers said that for teams to 
succeed, the following must 
happen; 

♦Respect one another's ideas 
in an atmosphere that 
encourages all comments. 

* Keep the groups small. 

* Provide initial and on-going 
training for teams. 

* Tell success stories privately 
and publicly. 

* Teams' membership should 
be a cross-section of all the 
school. 

* Administration willing to 
give up power to the teams. 

* Effort, commitment, and co- 


operation of team members. 

* Brief, intense, and 
productive meetings. 

* Good facilitator and a 
clearly defined purpose. 

* A recommendati on/proposal 
from a "team" is implemented. 

+ Giving up individual power 
in exchange for stronger, 
collective power. 

* Choosing not to serve on a 
team earns no reprisals. 

* Celebrate team successes. 

* Reward teams when 

possible. 

* Put students on teams. 
CAUTIONARY NOTES: 

* Must use teams to better 
ourselves before we can help 
others, 

* Must guard against teams 
ending up like committees in 
disguise. 

* Guard against team 

development becoming too 
time consuming. 

* Start "doing something" 
instead of just talking about 
doing something. 
EXPECTATIONS FOR 
TEAMS: 

* More efficient and effective 
work. 

* Team training will help new 

leaders emerge. 

* Improve low morale. 

* Make more productive use 
of constantly shrinking office 
time. 

* Communicate, cooperate, 
and support each other more 
effectively. 

* Better perspectives on how 
to tackle different problems.

DID YOU KNOW - 

* Compared to nine Southern 
states, Alabama's 31 two-year 
colleges rank near the bottom 
- at no. 8 - in terms of 
numbers of schools. Florida 
has the most two year colleges 
with 63 and is followed by 
North Carolina with 58. 

* 96% of the freshmen in the 
state's two-year schools come 
from Alabama. 

* Alabama ranks ninth among 
southern states on 
expenditures per two-year 
student. We spend not quite 
$3500 a year. Only South 
Carolina spends less. 

* Alabama ranks third in the 
Southeast and 13th nationwide 
on appropriations per capita 
for two-year schools. 
Taxpayers in Alabama pay 
about $36 per two-year 
student. 


* Alabama's two-year colleges 
are among the leaders in the 
nation in terms of students 
completing two-year college 
and tech school programs 
with the state ranked 1 5th 
nationally. 

* Alabama pays some of the 

highest salaries in the South 
for full-time faculty at two- 
year schools. In Alabama 
faculty working under nine-to 
10-month contracts made a 
median salary of almost 
$32,000. This is $2500 more 
than the Southeastern median. 
Faculty working under 11-12 
month contracts were 
substantially above the 
regional level, making just 
over $44,000 a year. Only 
half of the 31 two-year 
colleges in the state offer 
teachers II- to 12-month 
contracts. 

These statistics are taken 
from a recent study by the 
Public Affairs Research 
Council of Alabama.
